■l v A recommend any residents of Canada for the 
New Year title list u in accord with ihe decision 
of the House of Commons in 1919, during the ad¬ 
ministration of Sir Robeit Borden, and reaffirmed 
by large majorities in the House on several subsequent 
occasions when both Mr Meighen and Mr. King were 
leaders of the government. It also is in accord with 
the great mass ol Canadian public opinion. 

This subject has played an important part in 
political controversy in Canada, especially in the east, 
ever since Mr. QOinelt. with a characteristic and 
frttingty-ptmisbed disregard of both (he Canadian Par¬ 
liament and people, look the matter into his own par¬ 
ticular and exclusive bends and recommended a num¬ 
ber of Canadian for knighthoods. This was one of 
the nails in his political coffin, especially in Ontario 
and the prairie provinces, and helped to give Mr. King 
ui the recent election which 
m size was without piecedeol in the history of federal 
politics in Canada. 

Mr. King also is preparing for the transformation 
ef the Bank of Canada into a national institution. For 
this in particular he has a very definite mandate from 
the Canadian people, for it was one of the cardinal 
planks of the platform nresented by him lo the elec¬ 
torate. In the House of Commons, during the cam¬ 
paign. and just after the election reports showed 
he had been returned to office, he emphasized his 
view that the control of credit and the issue of currency 
should be in the hands of the government of Canada. 

' This change will involve the substitution of a new 
measure for the bank legislation placed by Mr. Ben- 
, nett on the statutes. T«-re will be very little difficulty 
in bringing it about. Only a handful of special in¬ 
terests and their mouthpieces oppose it. 

Although the new government has been in office 
only a few months it already has an impressive record 
of accomplishment. It has cosnpleled treaties with 
the United Stales and Japan, ft has abolished waste¬ 
ful and extravagant harbor boards. Il has supplanted 
the Bennett wheat board which, to the great cost of 
the federal treasury, was obsessed with the weird idea 
that it was good busmen lo hold our wheat from the 
market, with one which, happily for the country, is 
selling this basic product as rapidly as it can. - It has 
a b o li shed duties levied by the former administration 
on arbitrary valuations as part of an insane hatred of 
trade with foreign nations. It has instituted a far- 
reaching conference rvi'h the provincial governments 
which already has reached decisions on important mai¬ 
lers and has laid the foundations for future policies 
of the most momentous character. It has provided for 
the relief of municipalities from exigencies arising 
chiefly out of unemployment.
